The most meaningful move in the early 
sparring between United Auto W orkers and 
the auto industry is. the apparent formation 
of a Big Three bargaining policy. 
Recognition of a common problem by Gen­ 
eral Motors, Ford and Chrysler is not the 
same thing as the bargaining front of the 
steel industry's Big Three in the 1956 ne­ 
gotiation. But it reveals the sam e trend of 
thought. 
Competition for consumer favor and pre­ 
eminence in the industry is all very well in 
its place, but its place is not at the bargain­ 
ing table with the shrewd bargaining agents 
of a labor monopoly. 
There are more theories about the decline 
in automobile sales this year than there are 
tools in a service departm ent. But one of 
the theories that everybody m ust take into 
account because it starts with a fact is that 
m anufacturers were so eager to get an ad­ 
vantage over each other that they let Walter 
Reuther and his bargaining strategists get 
an advantage over them. 
The DAW does not have to worry about 
competition. 
When it has finished playing off one em ­ 
ployer against another one and has the 
contract it wants, it does not have to worry 
about making good on the money term s. It 
has no stockholders, no Sherman 
Act 
to 
stay clear of, no taxes and no investigators 
breathing down its neck. 


‘Mr. President' 


When President Eisenhower showed he was 


fed up with some of the questions in his 


press conference on April 23, we hoped he 


would not let his irritation stop a valuable 


institution. 


Although it is stretching a point to call 
the presidential press conference an institu­ 
tion, because any president can stop it when­ 
ever he feels like it and some 20th century 
presidents have stopped it, its value is be­ 
yond question. 
Mr. Eisenhower defined the value in his 
press conference on April 30. while explain­ 
ing why he intended to continue holding 
press conferences. He said: 
“ The presidency is not merely an institu­ 
tion. In the minds of the American public, 
the President is also a personality. They are 
interested in his thinking.’* 
That is the heart of the m atter — public 
interest 
in 
presidential 
thinking. 
Nothing 
that has been revealed likely has been of 


an y greater interest to those of us who de­ 
pend on Washington news-gatherers than Mr. 
Eisenhower’s annoyance with trifling and 
malicious questions. 
They do not reflect what people want to 
know about the President. They certainly do 
not reflect w'hat other Americans would ask 
if they had the privilege of meeting with the 
head of the state, instead of the privilege of 
reading about it when others do it. 
In the April 30 conference, all the ques­ 
tions were well put and well answered.

In the auto industry, there are fewer com­ 
ponent parts on the side of business—but 
across the bargaining table is another Big 
One—the UAW. It had been counting on split­ 
ting up the Big Three again, as it had done 
before — perhaps calling a strike against 
one to bring it to term s, then confronting 
the other two with the same term s and the 
sam e alternative. 
If the Big Three hang together, instead, in 
a bargaining year when they would have 
everything to lose by letting the UAW hang 
them separately, industrywide bargaining by 
big unionism will have been matched by the 
sam e practice in big business. 
That would be more memorable by far 
than anything likely to come out of the bar­ 
gaining sessions in a year when the auto 
industry finally has nothing to lose by a 
strike but its inventory — a year when Mr. 
Reuther. himself, is saying it would be such 
a dirty trick to force him to call a strike that 
he intends to outwit anyone who tries it.

Hard Goods Industries Pose Problem 


Era Of Sagebrush Strikes Looms 


Millions of 
dollars 
are

Victor Riesel 
strategists can save a few kopeks 
by observing Walter Reuther and

against the auto industry in the 
coming 
120 days. 
This will be 
the era of sagebrush strikes in­ 
stead of the big industrial war. 
For obvious reasons the Auto 
Union cannot shut down an entire 
auto corporation in the next two 
or three months. But, the union 
planners apparently see no reason 
why any one company, General 
Motors, for example, cannot be 
hit by sporadic stoppages in any 
combination of the firm ’s 125 plants 
across the nation. 
It is not inaccurate to report that 
combinations of GM plants have 
already been m arked by the Auto 
Union leadership. So strategic are 
these that if they are struck much 
of the rest of the great corpora­ 
tion would have to slow produc­ 
tion or shut down while it waits 
for the sagebrush strikes to end. 


GM, AS ANY other large firm, 
has nerve centers. There are key 
foundries, key parts plants, cen­ 
tral assembly lines and key sup­ 
ply centers. If these are paralyzed 
by strikes for any length of time, 
whole sections of the great indus­ 
trial complex would be stalled. 
Since there no longer is a con­ 
tract covering the 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of unionized GM work­ 
ers, they are not bound by any 
agreem ent, for example, on how 
fast they must work or whether 
they m ust take overtime in some 
shops where it might be needed 
during model changeovers. 
It is accurate to report that the 
union’s leadership feels that the 
workers now can set their own 
pace. Or that 
the 
workers 
in 
scores of local GM 
plants 
can 
strike over grievances which un­ 
der the contract would have had 
to be settled in conferences with 
the m anagem ent. 
And are there opportunities for 
such strikes? Just look at the re­ 
port of GM vice president, Louis 
G. Seaton, who revealed the other 
day that there were 9,719 de­ 
mands put forth by the GM locals 
across the country — in addition 
to 
what 
Reuther 
and 
Leonard 
Woodcock, 
UAW vice 
president, 
are asking at the summit. 


SINCE THERE is no contract 
there is nothing to prevent a local 
from striking for better ventila­ 
tion or a bigger parking lot. 
This could cost 
the 
company 
millions of dollars — without the 
satisfaction of taking on a nation­ 
wide 
showdown 
strike. 
Reuther 
would not even be technically in­ 
volved. If company officials came 
to him. the red-haired one need 
only tell them to settle it with 
the local leaders. 
Of course, the company could 
decide to shut its entire operation. 
The union would charge that this 
was a lockout. All workers still 
would be eligible for unemploy­ 
m ent insurance paym ents plus— 
too—the extra 
private 
company 
supplementary 
u n e rn p I o y- 
m ent benefits which the union won 
when it hit the road for the guar­ 
anteed annual wage. 
In many, many cases the total 
paym ent would come to about 65 
per cent of what the worker would 
have earned had he gone in every 
day. In many homes the GM peo­ 
ple would be bringing in more than 
they had been 
earning 
because 
they are now on a short work 
week.

IF THE COMPANY continues to 
operate, then the Auto Union high 
command will move in hard early 
in September. Of course,

But, for 
the union, it really is 
then 
or 
never. 
If the union strikes later, it runs 
into the Thanksgiving and Christ­

Besides, since the auto 
industry can whip out over 800.000 
cars a month, by December there 
could be enough of a stockpile to 
carry the industry through a long 
strike. 
Thus, the longer the union waits, 
the worse is its strategic position. 
And should the United Auto Work­ 
ers extend its contract a year — it 
will be in the same position it is 
today, only worse. 


8 Months Without Action

WASHINGTON 
Stuck on dead center, paralyzed, 
the Civil Rights Commission has 
only 16 months of its two-year life 
left. Its perform ance so far: zero 
In short, eight months have passed 
with no action. 
There are several reasons for 
this but the principal one is the 
slowdown inflicted by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. That group 
is headed by Sen. Eastland <D- 
Miss>, prim e foe of the commis­ 
sion idea in the first place. 
The six-man commission itself 
expects to meet once a month or 
so. Its work has to be done by 
its staff director. But before he 
can operate he must be approved 
by the committee and then the full 
Senate. 
The committee hasn't acted on 
him—although it’s had more than 
two months to do so—and may not 
for several more weeks. He'll be 
lucky if he’s in business by June I. 
Meanwhile, the more the delay, 
the 
less 
work 
the 
commission 
can do. 


A timetable shows what hap­ 
pened: 
Last sum m er after a bitter fight 
with Southern Democrats in op­ 
position, Congress passed the first 
civil rights legislation in the 20th 
century. It voted to create the 
commission which would do sever­ 
al things: 
Investigate complaints that cit­ 
izens were being deprived of their 
voting 
rights; 
study 
laws 
and 
practices relating to civil rights 
in 
general; 
hold 
hearings 
any 
place in connection with its work; 
and 
make 
recommendations 
to 
Congress. 
The commission’s two-year life 
started from the moment Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower signed the legis­ 
lation into law last Sept. 9. First, 
Eisenhower had to find people to 
serve on 
the commission. 
This 
took time. 
And the commission, like the 
staff director, 
would 
need both 


committee 
and 
full 
Senate 
ap­ 
proval. 
Last Nov. ll, during the con­ 
gressional recess, Eisenhower ap­ 
pointed the six mem bers, with for­ 
m er Supreme Court Justice Stan­ 
ley Reed as chairm an. But Reed 
changed his mind about serving. 
He resigned Dec. 3, just before 
the commission's first scheduled 
meeting. 
Twenty days later. Dec. 23, E i­ 
senhower chose as chairm an Dr. 
John 
A. 
Hannah, 
president 
of 
Michigan State University. The six 
commissioners — three Northern­ 
ers and three Southerners—were 
sworn in Jan. 3. But they didn’t 
get Senate approval until March 4. 
Because they were named be­ 
fore 
Congress 
convened, 
they 
could 
serve 
before 
being 
con­ 
firmed, but first they had to find 
a director. 
They finally agreed on Gordon 
M. Tiffany, form er New Hamp­ 
shire attorney general. But while 
he awaits confirmation he is serv­ 
ing only with the title of consult­ 
ant at a salary of $50 a day, not 
the $22,500 a year provided for 
the director. 
Eisenhower sent his nomination 
to Congress Feb. 20. His work, and 
the commission’s task, are of nec­ 
essity tied up until he gets com­ 
m ittee and Senate approval. 
He will need a staff of 70 peo­ 
ple. So far only five have been 
hired: Tiffany, three secretaries, 
and a secretary to the commis­ 
sion. The, commission has offices. 
And it has a blueprint of how it 
will divide up its staff work, when 
it finally can start employing a 
staff. 
Meanwhile, the expenses of the 
commission for the rest of this fis­ 
cal year, which ends June 30, will 
come 
out 
of 
$200,000 
provided 
from 
Eisenhower's 
emergency 
fund. 
For the fiscal year starting July 
I the commission has asked Con­ 
gress for $750,000. The House has 
approved but not the Senate—yet.

while Alan H. 
Temple, execu-| 
live vice presi­ 
dent 
o f t h e David Lawrence 
First National City Bank of New 
York and a noted economist, de­ 
clares in a speech before the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce 
meeting 
here that “ the foundation for the 
bottoming out is developing.” 
The President was talking about 
the drop in the unemployment fig­ 
ures for April. The use of these 
phrases assumes that the average 
man is fam iliar with the graphs 
and charts that portray the way 
the month-by-month figures on em ­ 
ployment, production and sales go 
up or down or stay on the same 
level. So when the line 
on 
the 
chart "flattens out,” it is a basis 
for hoping there will be no further 
decline. If some day there is an 
“ upturn.” then the horizontal line 
may well turn out to have been the 
“ bottom” of the recession. 
Mr. Temple's analysis is signifi­ 
cant because it implies that m ay­ 
be we shall stay on the same hori­ 
zontal level or "bottom ” for some 
time. He says: 
“ Our greatest concern 
in 
this 
business decline is not its depth, 
which should not be gravely below 
present levels but 
the 
time re ­ 
quired to resum e general growth 
and to reattain the prosperity of 
which this country is capable.” 
What is meant here, of course. 
is that, while conditions may not 
get any worse and no deepening 
of the decline may materialize, it 
soon will become 
a 
m atter 
of 
concern as to how long the na­ 
tional economy will be riding along 
on a horizontal line or even on a 
slow and protracted climb before 
“ norm al” conditions are b a c k 
again. 


MR. TEMPLE adds this explana­ 
tion: 
“ In most of our 
great 
indus­ 
tries, plant expansion will slacken 
or cease 
until 
sales 
and 
con­ 
sumption show signs of new break­ 
throughs. Beyond any p o s s i b l e 
doubt, that happy day will come. 
The problem is to speed it. The 
solution of the problem cannot be 
left to Washington. 
“ Somehow 
the 
paradoxes 
in 
present economic relations must be 
resolved. It is paradoxical that 
wages should rise while workers 
are being 
laid 
off, 
that 
prices 
should rise while sales shrink dras­ 
tically. In the short run these are 
alarm ing facts. In the long run the 
cost increases 
can 
be 
b o r n e 
through 
g r e a t e r productivity, 
achieved through greater 
effort, 
better 
machinery, 
better 
m an­ 
agement, new and improved ways 
of doing things and new and bet­ 
ter 
t h i n g s 
to 
meet people’s 
desires.” 
Behind these cautiously worded 


phrases are events that make the 
headlines. Walter 
Reuther, 
head 
of the Auto Workers Union, de­ 
mands, for 
instance, 
that 
auto 
prices now be reduced as a means 
of inducing sales. He says this 
notwithstanding the fact that built­ 
in escalator c l a u s e s on wage 
scales, which go into effect auto­ 
matically, mean extra expense for 
the auto companies. 


A P P R 0 X I MATELY 4.300.000 
workers are covered by clauses in 
labor contracts which provide that, 
whenever there is a half of one per 
cent rise in the official index for 
consumer prices, wages m ust go 
up one cent an hour. The big 
groups covered by such contracts 
are workers in the automobile and 
railroad industries as well as in 
steel and to some extent in farm 
and electrical machinery. 
Now an index of cost of living 
may go up due to the weather or 
crop conditions but the increases 
in wages must be granted irre­ 
spective of the ability of the em ­ 
ployers to absorb the extra costs 
or to pass on the additional ex­ 
pense in the form 
of price 
in­ 
creases for the products m anufac­ 
tured. 
There are indeed a number of 
paradoxes in the situation. The la­ 
bor leaders are clamoring for a 
tax cut to benefit persons in the 
lower b r a c k e t of incomes, the 
theory being that this will add to 
purchasing power generally. But it 
is not a broad increase in 
per­ 
sonal income that is needed So 
much as a remedying of the condi­ 
tions that have brought on the de­ 
cline in the hard goods industries. 
All sorts of proposals, involving 
many billions of dollars of gov­ 
ernm ent spending, have been m ade 
inside and outside of Congress to 
stim ulate the economy. 


BUT THE REAL cause of the 
recession — the dilemma of the 
hard goods 
industries — hasn't 
been tackled yet, and until it is, 
these industries, which have the 
biggest amount of unemployment, 
are not 
likely 
to 
recover very 
soon. 
Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
put his finger on the weak spot in 
the economy when he said to the 
U.S. 
C h a m b e r of Commerce 
meeting: 
"If you could change deprecia­ 
tion schedules to a more realistic 
basis, this would be the greatest 
shot in the arm to the economy.” 
Mr. Weeks 
suggested 
that, 
if 
businessmen were 
permitted 
to 
take tax deductions for deprecia­ 
tion according to a schedule they 
chose at the time they made an 
addition to or 
replacem ent 
of 
plant or equipment, it would not 
m ake any difference to Treasury 
receipts in the long run. It would 
encourage plant renovation 
and 
improve efficiency to the point 
where prices 
could 
be 
held 
in 
line. 
Depreciation, however, it a tech­ 
nical term and few people outside 
of business understand it. 
If the public could grasp 
i t * 
true meaning and 
would 
urge 
that some reform of this kind be 
instituted at once, it would surely 
take the nation out of the reces­ 
sion in a relatively short time and 
lay the foundation for a steady 
growth of the national economy.

Reed and Schumacher, who pilots 
the helicopter, say they get a real 
kick when they see freeway driv­ 
ers following their suggestions. 
“ Early one morning,” says Reed, 
“we asked everyone tuned in to 
blink their lights. About half the 
cars beneath us did.” 
Sometimes, Reed and Schumach­ 
er are able to spot something more 
dramatic or potentially dangerous 
than a traffic jam. When this hap­ 
pens, Reed breaks into a program 
with a bulletin. 
Once they spotted a little girl 
playing with a ball in the midst 
of whizzing traffic on the Harbor 
Freeway. She was too young to 
realize her danger. 
Reed pushed the button on his 
microphone and shouted a warn­ 
ing. Several cars slowed or pulled 
over. Minutes later, police, alerted 
, by Reed’s broadcast, arrived and 
bundled the tot off. 
The radio station had to wade 
through plenty of red tape before 
the Civil Aeronautics Administra­ 
tion and local authorities would ap­ 
prove the helicopter’s low flights 
over the city. 
But the battle against red tape 
is proving worth it. John H. Pace, 
the station’s general manager, says 
the program has a waiting list of 
sponsors.

“ To you goes our nomination as 
Tulare County’s 'woman of t h e 
year’ for your hum anitarian work 
in exposing a cancer cure 'quack' 
by exposing yourself to his treat­ 
m ent." 
Mrs. Schaefer s greatest reward 
was even more personal 
“ After Lee’s trial, I heard of a 
woman who had planned to go to 
him.” she said 
“ She listened to the trial, then 
went to a regular doctor, who sent 
her to the county hospital. She’s 
being treated for her ailment. Even 
\ if she were the only one — and I’m 


J sure there are more — I feel that 
whatever I have done was well 
worthwhile.’’ 
Mrs. McKee, whose mother died 
of cancer, became worried after 
failing to dissuade a friend from 
going to Savely. She constuled the 
California Cancer Society. Agents 
of the Pure Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration persuaded her to go 
to Savely’s house and show him a 
non-pigmented mole on her right 
shoulder. 
“ I agreed to do w hat I could, 
but I certainly didn’t know what I 
was getting into,” she said. 
“ He reached into a bag and took 
out a 10-cent magnifying glass— 
the kind my children often play 
with—and looked at my shoulder. 
He frowned and told me I had 
cancer. 
“ He took a shoe paste jar from 
a box and took a penknife from 
his pocket. He wiped the knife on 
his pants and then used it to spread 
ointment from the jar on the mole 
on my shoulder. 
“ He was so convincing, appar­ 
ently so sincere, that even though 
I knew he was lying. I half be­ 
lieved him.” 


On another visit, Mrs. McKee 
was accompanied by a Pure Food 
and Drug agent who posed as her 
brother A sample of the ointment 
was obtained 
Atter analyzing it, 
agents arrested Savely. 
Mrs. Schaefer was accompanied 
on her first visit to Lee by Mrs. 
Vernice Jensen, who had a m inia­ 
ture wire recorder concealed in 
her dress 
Lee examined Mrs. Schaefer's 
foot, explaining that all n e r v e s 
were centered there. After squeez­ 
ing the foot until she winced, she 
said, Lee told her she had kidney 
trouble, “ needed a cleanup job in­ 
side,” had a strong heart, a liver 
that was acting up, had female 
trouble and internal disorder. 
Mrs. Schaefer said Lee treated 
her with an “ ozone m achine.” a 
box and board with lighted tubes. It 
emitted fumes that m ader her dizzy 
as he moved it back and forth 
across her body, she said 
After that, he prescribed sage 
tea and a flesh-burning ointment.

Mrs. 
Schaefer's third visit. 
“ He had a fatherly appearance,” 
Mrs. Schaefer said. 
“ He was pleasant, jolly, reas­ 
suring and sang hymns in a nice 
baritone voice as he went from 
patient to patient. He said he could 
be a doctor if he wanted to but 
he didn’t want to.”

A. Floating spots before the eyes 
are due to changes in the vitre­ 
ous. The normal vitreous is a gel 
or semifluid that completely fills 
the eyeball. It acts as a cushion 
to help keep the surfaces of the 
eye in position. In a young per­ 
son who has suffered no eye dis- 
j ease or injury, the vitreous is per­ 
fectly clear. As we get older the 
vitreous c h a n g e s somewhat. 
Among the changes is the form a­ 
tion 
of 
vitreous 
strands 
or 
•threads. Vitreous changes m a y 
have no effect at all on the gen­ 
eral health of the eye or they 
m ay m ean a great deal to the eye 
doctor. If the spots before your 
eye bother you, consult your doc­ 
tor. He can tell whether any­ 
thing is wrong. 


Q. “Please send m e inform a­ 
tion on the drug that occasion­ 
ally darkens grey hair.— H.H.” 
A. Doctors sometimes n o t i c e 
darkening of the hair in patients 
being treated with certain drugs.
